BRITONS TO GUARD AMBRICANS. 

Washington, D. C., April 25.—While condi- 
tions in the near east continue to be alarm- 
ing and unsettled, the state depdrtment has 
been given assurance by Great Britain 
through the American embassy at London 
that the British ships on the scene are ade- 
quate to protect Americans as well as Eng- 
lish subjects.

CHICAGO AIDS REFORMERS. 

Chicago Armenians, Syrians, Maceuonians, 
and other former subjects of Sultan Abdul 
Hamid yesterday started plans for holding a 
massmeeting downtown for the purpose of 
appealing to President Taft for protection 
for their relatives and friends in Turkish 
territory. The plan of the Armenian leaders 
in Chicago is to ask President Taft and the 
United States government to join with Great 
Britain, France, and other European powers 
in definite action to prevent murder and atro- 
cities against Christians living in the interior 
provinces in the Turkish dominions. 

No date has been set for the meeting. 
though it probably will be held some day this 
week. The gathering will be called by the 
Armenian Young Men's association, a revo- 
lutionary organization, whose program is in 
full accord with the aims and objects of the 
Young party. 

The members of the association are stirred 
over the developments in Turkey and many 
of them believe this to be an opportune time 
to return to Armenia and other Turkish prov- 
inces and aid the Young Turks in establish- 
ing the empire on & constitutional basis. 
The leaders of the movement to appeal to 
President Taft are G. T. Pushman of Push- 
man Bros., oriental rug dealers, who is presi. 
dent of. the Armenian Young Men’s associa- 
tion, and A. Yeretzian, a student at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. Mr. Pushman declared 
that many.Armenians in Chicago ere alarmed 
over failing to receive mall from their rela- 
tives in the Interior of Armenia. They fear 
the outgoing mail, especially mail] addressed 
to the United States, has been held up by 
fanatical Old Turks in the mall service, who 
have knowledge of the movement among 
Armenian-Americans to aid the . Young 
Turks party. 


Wants Action by Powers. 
“ Armenians here are pleased at the turn of 
events in Turkey, though we fear many inno- 
cent persons have been killed by fanatical 
Old Turks,” said Mr. Pushman. ‘‘ We shall 
appeal to President Taft on behalf of our 
relatives and friends in the interior provinces 
of the Turkish empire. 
“ There is no doubt now that Turkey is on 
the eve of a new régime, but while the revo- 
lution is in progress there will be many atro- 
cities committed by fanatical Mohammedans 
unless the United States, England, and 
France join in a concert to stop outrages."’ 

“Is it the intention of the Young Turks 
party to depose the sultan and elevate some 
one else to the throne? Mr. Pushman was 
asked. 

“That almost would be too good to be 
true,” answered ne. So far as I am aware, 
the Young Turks are fighting only to estab- 
lish Turkey on à constitutional basis and 
divest Abdul Hamid of his autocratic powers. 
If they succeed in that gigantic work it would 
be a biessing to the entire world. That is 
the wish and the hope of all liberal minded 
Turks and of al) other races in and out of the 
Turkish empire.” 

Mr, Pushman last summer, at the time the 
sultan proclaimed the constitution, was in- 
strumiental in sending back to Turkey and 
Armenia a large number of Macedonians and 
Armenians who wished to take part in the 
work ‘of reconstruction in their oppressed 
provinces. 

“If the fighting continues and the Young 
Turks should need men, concluded Mr. 
Pushman, “there is no doubt that many 
Armenians, Syrians, and other former Turk- 
ish subjects in the United States will return 
td Turkey and join in the fighting.”

Armenian 
refugees and Christian missionaries, the 
wituation in Aua Minor is. grave almost 
beyond description, while Turkish authority 
and the efforts of the powers seem helpless 
to abate the outrages.

the fanatics has brought the people. 


Warships Helpless to Aid, 

Several warships are now in these waters, 
but the disorders are so far reaching that the 
efforts of the powers to restore normal con- 
ditions have been felt but little. The French 
cruiser Jules Ferry arrived here today and 
left almost immediately for Latakia, where 
swarms of refugees are pouring in. British, 
French, and German warships are at other 
ports, and marines have heen landed to quell 
disorders as far as ble at the more im- 
portant points, 

Reports state that Hadjin, in the vil layet of 
Adana, is on fire. There are five American 
women quartered here, including Miss Lam- 
bert, who has been sending out appeals for 
help; Miss Virginia A. Billings, and Miss 
Bowman. The authorities have refused per- 
mission to Messers. Lawson and hambers, 
also American missionaries, to to their 
relief. Frantic appeals for protection and 
for food are coming in from all sections: 


Great Suffering in Deurtul. 


One of the missionaries at Alexandretta, 
Mr. Kennedy, with 450 Turkish troops, has 
gone to the relief of Déurtul, an Armenian 
village on the coast, where 10,000 people with- 
in the walls are besieged by Kurds and Cir- 
cassians. 

The American, ‘British, French, Italian, 
and Russian consuls have sent a collective 
telegram to their respective ambassauors in 
Constantinople saying that the situation at 
Deurtyul, for the 6.000 refugees is desperate 
on account of lack of food. 

The water supply has been cut off from the 
town and the besieged are suffering greatly 
on that account. The children are drinking 
out of anima! tracks after rainfalls. There 
was incessant firing on Greek subjects sent 
out under an escort yesterday. 

Confirmation has been received of the burn- 
ing of the Armenian village of Kessab. All 
of the men and many women and children 
have been slain. The American property at 
Kessab was destroyed. Miss Chambers, an 
American misisonary, is safe. 

A British warship has been ordered from 
Alexandretta to Suediah, where conditions 
have become worse. All the property of the 
Christians at Djebel Bereket has been de- 
stroyed. The total loss is unknown, but it 
will be enormous. 


Missionaries Plead for Aid. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 25.—Dispatches 
reaching here from points in Asiatic Turkey 
bring tidings of Armenian and Turkish con- 
fiicts all over the country. Dr. J. M. Balph, 
who is in charge of the missions at Latakia, 
Syria, telegraphs that refugees are arriv- 
ing there from outlying parts of the district 
who report massacres and the burning of 
townsi 

The senate and deputies have adopted a 
resolution at San Stefano, embodying a re- 
quest to the government to order imperative- 
ly the local authorities to stop the disor- 
ders and punish the leaders. The need of 
the Armenians in the Adana district is the 
greatest. Ambassador Leishman has trans- 
mitted through the state department the fol- 
lowing message to the Rev. James L. Bar- 
ton, foreign secretary of the American board 
of commissioners for foreign missions at 
Boston, from W. J. Peet, treasurer of the 
mission board here: 

“Hapless outbreaks at Adana; native 
Christians suffered much loss of life and 
property. Their district is in flames; 15,000 
now destitute. Thousands of dollars re- 
quired ddily. They have bread alone; lack 
medical supplies. The four emergency hos- 
pitals are already overcrowded. Two large 

orphanages are required at once. The gov- 
ernment. cannot nfeet the present needs. The 
relief co mittee Has begun work, but funds 
are needed.” 


ARMISTICE IS EXTENDED. 

TEHERAN, April 25.—The shah has con- 
sented to an immediate promulgation of the 
armistice at Tabriz and the entrance of un- 
limited ‘supplies ‘to the city, which for a 
month has. n in a state of siege. defended 
by 5.000 nationalists or constitutionalists, 
against 6,000 geldiers ofthe shah.

Discovers New Siesmic Waves.

When the “free hides committee, rep- ° 
resenting leather interests estimated at 
3100.000000, leaves Chicago for Washington

Historic War Vessel Expected to Reach 


Chicago. About June 1—Has Been Do- 
nated to Illinois Naval Reserves.

Added to these complications is the fact 
that estimates of possible revenues from a 
tax on incomes differ to such an extent that 
the whole idea is placed by many in the 
realm of experiment. Many members of con- 
grees believe with President Taft that the 
income tax amendment should not be adopted 
unlese it can be shown that it is needed to 
produce revenues.

AS DAYTON SLAYER 


Woman Says Intimate Ad- 
mitted Brutal Murders That 
Stirred Town to Frenzy. 


BOASTED OF FELL DEED? 


Disguised as Negro for Foul Mis- 
sion at Night, According 
to Confession. 


Dayton, O., April 28.—[ Special. I The ar- 
rest of Elmer Carr vn a charge of arson has 
been followed by a statement to the author- 
ities by Mrs. Carrie M. Middlestetter, who 
lived with Carr, in which she charges him 
with the brutal murder of Mary Froschner 
and Lizzie Fullhart. The mysterious deaths 
of these girls, following attacks upon them, 
excited the people of Dayton almost to a 
frenzy last January. 

Mrs. Middlestetter, whose association with 
Carr led her husband, a cheese manufac- 
turer, to leave hey, declares that Carr not 
only murdered the two girls but committed 
many other assaults on women. She says he 
confessed to her that before he came to 
Dayton he had killed a young girl in New 
York state under circumstances similar to 
those which befell the two Dayton girs. 
Carr, she says, is an ex-convict, having 
served a term in Sing Sing, but she cannot tell 
for what crime. 


Goes Out Disguised as Negro. 


On the night of Jan. 3, she says, Carr left 
the house made up as a negro and wearing 
corduroy trousers and heavy shoes. He car- 
ried ordinary shoes im his coat pocket. and 
when he returned about 11 o’clock that night 
he was wearing the ordinary shoes and had 
the heavy ones in his pocket. His clothes, 
Mrs. Middlestetter says, were covered with 
mud, and he saturated them with kerosene 
and burned them before the eyes of the terri- 
fied woman and her daughter, after threaten- 
ing them with death if they dared to tell 
what they had seen. 

The next morning he told her, she says, 
with brutal details, of meeting little Mary 
Forschner, 15 years old, who had been sent 
out by her mother to the corner grocery 
store. The girl’s body was found at mid- 
night in a stable, horribly mutilated. 


Fulhart Girl Brought to House. 


On the night of Jan. 31, the woman de- 
clares, Carr brought Lizzie Fulhart, a pretty 
girl of 18, to the Middlestetter house. About 
midnight Carr and the girl went out together. 
The following night, Mrs. Middlestetter 
says, Carr sent for her to meet him in a 
lonely place, near the house. He asked her, 
sha says, whether the papers had printed 
any interesting news and when she told him 
they had not, he confided to her, she said, 
that the papers would soon get something 
that would turn the old town upside down.“ 

Then he got her, she declares, to go with 
him to an old deserted house and pointing to 
the cistern in the back yard told her that a 
tale of horror would soon come forth from it. 
Two days later workmen found the body of 
Liane Fulhart floating in the cistern, her 
head covered with a gunny sack and her 
body showing evidences of cruel handling. 
As Carr had been seen with the girl he was 
arrested On suspicion, but was released for 
lack of evidence to connect him with the 
crime. : 

Arson Charge Led to Revelation. 

Police investigation of the two murders 
proved fruitiess, and Carr might have gone 
scot free, but that Gen. W. S. Rogers, the 
state fire marshal, would not drop the arson 


inquiry he had started last August. Finally 


evidence came to the marshal's ears which 
convinced him that a good case could be 
made against Carr, and Detective Hullinger 
was sent after the man last Wednesday. 
Meeting Carr on the street in Dayton on 
Thursday, Hullinger placed him under ar- 
rest.

FOUND IN GARY LIBRARY. 


Credit for Research Is Given -to 
Dean Wigmore of North- 
western Law School. 


The publication of bulletin No. 1” of the 


mational conference of criminal law and 
criminology, to be held this spring in com- 
memoration of the fiftieth anniversary of the 
founding of the Northwestern University 
School of Law, has drawn attention to one of 
the things in which the city of Chicago leads 
the country. 

The bulletin itself is a modest appearing 
pamphlet, but it will command the attention 
and admiration of the savants of all Europe, 
for it is said to be one of the most compre- 
hensive bibliographies of criminal law and 
criminology ever published. What is proba- 
bly more interesting is the fact that only in 
the city of Chicago could such a bibliography 
have been compiled, because Chicago has the 
most complete library of continental law in 
the United States. This library is the Gary 
library of law and is tucked away in a cor- 

per of the Northwestern University School 
of Law. Probably only a small minority of 
the men practicing at the Chicago bar are 
aware of its existence, but its worth is ap- 
preciated at the universities on the other 
side of the Atlantic.

Why this is so a few instances of difficulties 
encountered in compiling the bibliography 
will show. ‘“‘ Compiling a bibliography 
sounds dry and dusty, doesn’t it?

W. J. Calhoun Speaks at Grace 
Church Memorial Services. 


, — 


LESSON IS POINTED OUT. 


Son of Warrior Also Talks, Telling of 
, South’s Respect. 


The story of the rise of a man from obscu- 
rity to fame was told last night by W. J. 
Calhoun at the memorial services for the late 
Gen. U. S. Grant, held in the Grace M. E. 
church, Locust street and La Salle avenue. 
Gen. Frederick D. Grant, son of the civil war 
leader, made a short address, as did the pas- 
tor of the church, the Rev. Abel M. White. 
Members of the U. 8. Grant G. A. R. post at- 
tended in a body. 

Gen. Grant told briefly of the realization 
of the hope of his father in his last days 
that the nation would soon forget the sec- 
tional differences occasioned by the civil war 
and the entire country be at peace. He de- 
scribed the love shown by the men in the 
south for his father just preceding his death 
and ascribed it to the liberal terms which 
the victor prescribed for Gen. Lee and the 
Confederate army. 


Called Greatest Soldier of Age. 

In his eulogy of the great American gen- 
eral, Mr. Calhoun said that he was the great- 
est soldier of his age. He told in detail of 
Grant’s fourteen years’ service in the army 
after his graduation from West Point and 
his resignation from the army because he 
could not live on his meager salary. 

“In 1800,“ he said, we find him clerking 
for his father and his brothers in a leather 
store in Galena. His life has been a failure; 
he has abandoned the life for which he was 
educated; he has failed in every: business in 
which he has engaged. 

„Here was a man with a feeble hold on 
the lowest round of fortune’s ladder. From 
this obscurity we saw him advance step by 
step to the command of the greatest army 
of the earth and lead it to victory. He came 
out of the war the most illustrious soldier of 
his age.“ 


Describes Campaign at Vicksburg. 

Mr. Calhoun described the Vicksburg cam- 
paign, directed by Gen. Grant, and said that 
it proved him to be a great general in every 
line of action and was the first real blow that 
was dealt the south in the war. The traits of 
leadership shown here, he said, led directly 
to his final choice as commander of all the 
federal forces. 

“Grant avoided pomp and display,“ he 
stated. ‘“‘He held no army reviews; he 
entered no military or political cabals; all his 
advances in rank came to him unsolicited.” 


BANQUET OF FRENCH PEOPLE. 


Semi-Centennial of La Societe de Secours 
de Chicago Is Celebrated at 
Auditorium Hotel. 


La Société de Secours Mutuels de Chicago, 
the oldest mutual benefit association of the 
city, celebrated its semi-centennial last night 
with a banquet at the Auditorium hotel. 

A feature of the celebration was the presen- 
tation to the public of the memorial tablet 
to be placed at the base of the Marquette 
Joliet cross erected last year at the foot of 
Robey street on the spot where Marquette 
built a chapel in 1674. 

Speeches were made by Baron Houssin de 
St. Laurent, the French -consul; Charles 
Henrotin, the Belgian consul; Prof. G. E.

FOELL TALKS ON HARBOR. 


Alderman Announces Committed 
‘Will Meet in Near Future 
to Discuss It. 


Mayor Busse yesterday reaffirmed his 
statement that there will be no changes an- 
nounced in his cabinet when he makes his ap- 
pointments at the council meeting tonight. 
All of the present selective officers, he said, 
would be reappointed in spite of several 
rumors that one or more heads would be 
lopped off. 

With the possibility of excitement from 
that source removed the council meeting 
promises to be short and uninteresting tothe 
general public.

Will Tackle Harbor Question. 

Work on the harbor question will be be- 
gun early this week by the new committee 
on harbors, wharves, and bridges, to which 
the report of the harbor commission has 
been referred. Ald. Foell, chairman of the 
committee, said he would call a meeting of 
the committee within a few days to consider 
what steps ought to be taken to get the work 
under way. John M. Ewen, special harbor 
engineer to the city, wil) be invited to attend 
this meeting to confer with the aldermen. 

“Organization and money are the two 
pressing needs in dealing with this question,“ 
said Ald. Foell during the day. The city 
has a long task ahead of it and the work 
will have to be carefully organized if we 
hope to accoras!ish anything in the near 
future. As yet aave no data regarding the 
cost of the various projects under discussion.

The unfortunate aspect of this crisis is 
that in the press and in the board and 
with that small part of the publie which 
bas interested itself in it, personal inter-

plishing what it ought to accomplish wi 
this community? 

Tue Trisune does not assert that the 
removal or retention of Mr. Hild is not 
a question of importance, but it does 
maintain that it is important primarily 
as it is directly related to the efficiency 
ef the library service, and ought to he 
considered, discussed, and decided by the 
library board primarily from this point of 
view, \ : 

Tue Trisune regretted the publicity 
given to the board’s request for Mr. 
Hild’s . resignation and believes that if 
his removal were determined upon it 
should have been arranged with more 
eonsideration for a public official of 
twenty-one years’ faithful service. Nor- 
ertheless this ought net to be allowed to 
obseure the real questions at issue or de 
feat or postpone the legitimate demand 
for their investigation and compiete an- 
swer. : 

The report of the City club committee 
is a serious indictment of the present 
library service. It is impersonal and does 
not seek to fix or apportion responsibility. 
It does make out a forceful prima facie 
case whieh challenges respectful consider- 
ation and thorough investigation. It has 
raised questions which should not be al- 
lowed to be obscured by the dust of per- 
sonalities. It will avail nothing to evade 
them now, for they will persist until they 
are answered and answered satisfactoril;. 

Tus Trisvxe believes the present l- 
brary board is inclined to consider these 
suggested reforms and is unwilling to sit 
down in comfortable ignorance and iner- 
tia. Tue Trisune is not disposed to 
aseribe the action of the board in asking 
the resignation of Mr. Hild merely to 
rivalry or the personal ambitions of any 
member. And because it believes in the 
good faith of the board, Tue Trisune 
has suggested, and now agaip urges, tite | 
appointment by the board of a commis- 
«sion of inquiry, to study the most effective 
systems of other cities and to report to 
the board its findings with an outline pla» 
for changes in our system where neces- 
sary to give our library service a closer 
articulation with the schools and a larger 
value as an educational force ‘throughedt 
the community. 
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LEGISLATION FOR: WOMEN N 
INDUSTRY. 

Tun Tripunp has already expressed its 
sympathy with the movement for the lim- 
itation of hours of labor for women in in- 
dustry. Not merely the conscience but 
the enlightened social interest of modern 
| civilized communities supports its princt 
ples and approves its ends. It has mot 
been long since the Supreme court of the 
nation, disregarding previous rulings of 
state tribunals, recognised authoritatively 
the special interést of society in the pro- 
tection of women from the effects of over- 
strain and held the Oregon ten, hour law 
to be a valid exercise of police power, 

it may be said, therefore, that not only 
is there am inevitable social tendency ty- 
ward protective legislation of this nature 
but that its principles are already estab- . 
Hshed as a legitimate expression’ of dur 
polley. The method of application alone 
remains for the various legislatures ‘o 
establish through enactments. 

In Illinois the law now asked for is 
somewhat radieal and in the interest of 
the protective principle itself probably 
) calls for amendment. A flat probibition 
of more then eight hours’ work per day 
would work more Inconvefilence and in- 
jury than good, and would result in its 
own repeal, In the agreementg made by 
men’s unions this is recognized and a 
lon unit of limitation is adopted, #0 ay 
to abw for gecumulation and the adjust 
ment of hours to the needs of the indus- 
try or business, The rigidity of an eight 
hour or even a ten hour day is incom- 
patible with the inevitable conditions in 
many businesses, and a law fixing such 
a small unit would work injustice and 
hardship to employés, and employers both. 

It is also true that as the nature of 
employment differs widely legislation 
should take this into account. A woman 
working at a machine in a factory ig 
under @ greater and more constent strain 
than a wWeitress or clerk. In her case it 
is probably true that the limitation should 
be shorter, thongh even in her case it 
should be by the week rather than by the. 
day. ; 

It is not the intention of Tun Tsun 

to discuss these questions. We suggest 
them, however, as. worthy ef considera- 
tion, and we urge upon beth the oppor 
nents and the friends of the bill now 
pending that a.wise compromise may be 
effected to their mutual benefit. 
Tur Tarsune believes that not merry 
the interest of society and of women at 
work is served by proper protective legis- 
lation but also the interest of industry 
and of the employer. The more farseeing 
employers already see this and are doing 
much that is not yet required of them by 
law. : 

On the other hand, it is equally evident 
that legislation should recognize the con- 
trolling facts of business as it is con- 
ducted under our. modern system, and 
should not run counter to them when 
higher considerations do not clearly de-

THE STATE INSTITUTIONS BILL. 

One of the most important measures 
now pending at Springfield is the bill for 
the administration of the state charitable, 
penal, and correctional institutiors. 

This bill as reported out of the senate 
‘committee is an amalgamation of the 
best features of the three bills introduced 
respectively by Senator Hay on behalf 
of the state board of charities, by Sena- 
tor Manny, and by Senator McKenzie. In 
its present form it represents all that 
thorough investigation and careful con- 
sideration can devise to place our state 
institutions where they should be. It 
embodies the results of the expert, study 
of the experience and systems of other 
states and of our own needs. There is no 
question that when enacted and put in

MONEY CONDITIONS BETTER: 
BANKS ARE WELL LOANED UP. 


Small Change in Situation Would Make 
Higher Interest Rates—Surplus Gen- 
erally Invested in Bonds. 

Some of the banks are beginning to note 
that the money situation has quietly as- 
sumed one of strength. Although money 
has been cheap and business dull, still the 
commercial banks are either well loaned up 
in credits extended, or have been large pur- 
chasers of bonds. The market is therefore 
in such ‘a position that a little extra de- 
mand would readily cause a firming up of 
rates. j | 

There is some prospect of improvement in 
the demand within the next few weeks. 
There has been an extraordinary call on 
the part of farmers for seeding and other 
agricultural implements. The high prices 
for wheat and corn, and especially the for- 
mer, has had the usual result of stimulating 
activity in planting, and, weather conditions 
being favorable, the wheat crop this year 
should be an unusually heavy one. The 
implement makers report the demand for 
their output as being unprecedented. Neo- 
easarily the preparation of the soil for the 
pianting of wheat and corn, if on an ex- 
tended scale, necessitates the purchase of 
other kinds of machinery. 


Surplus Funds Well Employed. 


Chicago commercial banks are noting that 
their country correspondents have bought 
bonde freely, and when the season arrives 
for crop moving, there will be a great deal of 
selling of securities. The country institu- 
tions have their suprius funds so well em- 
ployed that some of them are even now 
borrowing. 

Chicago commercial banks are buying but 
little paper, and there is little offering. 
Generally they are closely loaned, and are not 
much above legal reserve requirements. One 
banker said: 

“I do not believe the present ease of money 
is warranted. I think at this time money 
with the commercial banks should be lending 
atSpercent. I do not refer to brokers’ paper, 
but to customers’ loans. There is not much 
surplus money with the banks. The New 
York institutions show an excess of between 
810 000 000 and $11,000,000, against over 
$69,000,000 last year. 


Money Easy Abroad. 

Abroad money rules easy and British finan- 
clers and trades people are beginning to be 
worried over tariff legislation in this coun- 
try. It is feared that there may be advances, 
and if there should be they would only tend 
to hinder trade and increase the stagnation 
now existing. 

It is well also to remember the effect which 
the tariff discussion is having on business 
here. It is necessarily slow. After the ad- 
journment of congress, if a bill satisfactory 
to the president shall have been passed, 
there may be expected a revival in trade and 
a marked improvement in the demand for 


money. 
Bank Statement. 

The New Tark bank statement Saturday 
showed an expansion in loans and deposits 
and a small gain in cash. The figures, how- 
ever, were not regarded as of sufficient Im- 
portance to affect the prices of securities.

Wall Street Conditions Reflect 
Improved Financial Outlook. 


RAILWAY PLANS A FACTOR. 


Refunding Operations Undertaken as a 
Result of Better Feeling. 


[NEW YORK TIMBS FINANCIAL LEADER] 

NEW YORK, April 25.—[Special.}]—At the 
opening of last week the world’s securities 
markets were confronted by two serious 
problems in the shape of disorders in Turkey 
and the uprush of wheat prices on the'grain 
markets. Fortunately there appears now to 
be little occasion for anxiety. 


Refunding Scheme by Frisco. 

The most interesting developments of the 
week were by all odds those involving the 
ready financing of industrial,-railroad, and 
corporation requirements. Conspicueus ex- 
amples were the organization of an almost 
worldwide syndicate to take over some of the 
$18,000,000 of St. Louis and San Francisco 
5 per cent refunding bonds, and in the in- 
dustrial field the purchase by a banking 
house at the head of the Frisco syndicate
